THEIR 
PALACE, 
CEREMONIES AND 


IDIOSYNCRASIES. 
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A HUtorj of ftha Chamber and the Build 


Ing In Which It Meets—Scenes In and 
Around the PolAce WTien the Chambei 
Is In Seuion—Two Salaries. 
To Americans, who know that after 


the excitement of the presidential elec- 
tion ia over there will be no change of 
Importance for four years, these contin 
ual ministerial modifications of the 
French cabinet appear strange, and then 
effect ia prejudicial to France both ad 
regards her domestic prosperity and her 
international prestige 
Under the di 


rectory there were two legislative bodies 
the "Five Hundred" and the "Ancients " 
After holding their sessions in various 
places—more or less convenient—it was 
decided to give them the Palais Bourbon, 
•which had been built in 1723, but nerer 
occupied 
They took possession of the 


bnllding in the year VII of the republic 
(1708) Dnnng the preceding year the 
necessary improvements had been made 
to render it suitable for the nse to which 
It was then devoted, f 
* 


From that time onder the different 


titles of ' Palace of the Council of the 
Five Hundred ' "Palace of the Legisla- 
tive Corps' and ' Chamber of Deputies,*1 
it has always remained consecrated to 
the service of the people's representa- 
tives. 


From time to time such improvements 


as economy would permit were made, 
but it was not until 1807, under Napo- 
leon I, that the grand staircase, snr 
mounted by the portal facing the Place 
do la Concorde, familiar to all visitors 
to Paris was constructed 
Then it wai 


also that the colossal statues of Justice 
and Prndence, Sully, Colbert, L Hopital 
and D'Aguesaeau were placed where they 
now stand 
TUese statues, by the bye, 


which look lik$ marble, are in reality 
made of stone and covered with a coat- 
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has re-organized, and is now ready to give 


the public a chance to save a dollar.

through the long Salle dea Pas Perdua 
(reserved for the use of members of par 
hament and journalists) by a detacj 
ment of infantry in command of a cao- 
tain 
Tho drums beat, and the proces 


sion is preceded bj a gorgeously attirc-d 
uaher, who announces ' Monsieur e 
President ' 


Thus escorted" the president mounts 


his seat, high above the tribune fro n 
which the members speak, and imineci 
ately there is a noiae of members scran 
blmg to their seats like schoolboys afra d 
of being marked late 
This part of the 


proceedings is about as undignified as tho 
entrance of tho president is imposing 
After tapping his desk with a largo paper 
knife or in case of much noise nngirg 
a brass bell, the president declares tho
